SUNDERLAND, Mass., October 30, 1884. 
Bowker Fertiuizer Co.: Gen/s,—The field on which the corn was planted was one 
acre of sandy loam, which in 1882 produced a fair crop of broom corn without manure or 
fertilizer. In 1883, half the piece was seeded to cabbage and the remainder planted to 
corn and beets, applying 22 horse-loads of barnyard manure to the acre. In 1884, 600 
pounds STOCKBRIDGE CORN FERTILIZER was applied, obtainedin thistown.
